It will be recalled that the homi 
icide involved in this appeal occured at 
a restaurant in Sikeston in Septem­ 
ber, 1929, resulting in the conviction 
of Malone, from which an appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court by Ma­ 
lone’s attorneys, with the result that 
the Court found the above-mentioned 
errors had been committee during his 
trial. 
The State was represented at 
the trial in the Circuit C ourt by M. E. 
Montgomery and R. B. Lucas of Ben­ 
ton and in the Supreme Court by M. 
E. Montgomery 
and 
the 
Attorney 
General’s office. 
Malone was repre­ 
sented in the Circuit Court and Su­ 
preme Court by R. E. Bailey, M. G. 
Gresham and H. C. Blanton. 
After discussing the facts as dis­ 
closed at the trial in February, 1930, 
the Court passed on the grounds for 
new trial set up in the brief of 
the 
defendant and argued before the Su­ 
preme Court on April 15th of 
this 
year. 
The first contention made by appell­ 
ant was that the trial court, 
which 
was presided over by Judge Deering 
instead of Judge Kelly, from whom a 
change of venue had been taken, erred 
in not permitting the defendant, Ma­ 
lone, to show the circumstances

At Cairo I turned my face 
west­ 
ward. Driving out to the Mississippi 
River I took my first ride over Har­ 
ry Bovay’s great suspension 
bridge 
which spans the Mississippi River at 
that point, a toll bridge which is so 
high that a fellow feels that he 
is 
pretty close to heaven when he’s in 
the middle span of it. 
The view of 
the mouth of the Ohio River and the 
Kentucky shore beyond is magnificent 
as viewed from this splendid struc­ 
ture, costing in the neighborhood of 
$3,500,000 to construct, and 
which 
connects the highways of Illinois with 
those of Missouri. 
This bridge, 
if 
the approaches 
to 
it 
were 
more 
highly improved, is all that a bridge 
should be. It is a magnificient monu­ 
ment to the engineer’s skill and is a, 
great asset to Cairo and Southern Ill­ 
inois and the adjacent sections 
of 
Missouri. 
Across the river somehow my mind 
drifted to the pioneer history of Mis­ 
souri when, more than a centurv ago, 
good old Adam Byrd crossed the riv­ 
er from Kentucky, built a home in the 
wilderness and became the first set­ 
tler of what is now Mississippi ( oun- 
ty, Missouri. 
The place 
where 
he 
made his settlement is still known in 
the annals of Mississippi County a* 
Byrd’s Point. 
Today, 
however, 
if 
Adam Byrd 
could come back from that mysteri­ 
ous bourne toward which his spirit a 
long time ago took its flight he would 
not recognize the wild wilderness in­ 
to which he 
plunged. 
Mississippi 
County is now one of the finest agri­ 
cultural 
sections of the 
world. 
Its 
traditions also are beautiful. 
A de­ 
lightful mixture of the customs 
of 
the south are intermingled with those 
of the north, making that great sec­ 
tion unique and delightful. 
Nor would Adam 
Byrd 
recognize 
the land he first settled when he saw 
the huge piles of earth which govern­ 
ment engineers are causing to be 
piled down through the rich alluvial 
valley farms. 
A new levee, suggest­ 
ed by General Jadwin, chief of army 
engineers, is being built down 
thru 
the fine farms of Mississippi County 


which places many of them inside the 
levee. 
It will be recalled that this 
action on the part of the engineers 
caused much and long-drawn litiga­ 
tion in the Federal courts, but I be 
lieve the controversy has now been 
settled, the government remunerat­ 
ing the land-owners for the damaged 
land, probably a fourth of the total 
area of Mississippi 
County.

minous retread pavement 
over

gravel road bases. On May 29, T. H. 
Cutler, Chief Engineer, opened bids 
on 78 new sections of road located in 
33 counties. 
The estimated cost

this work is $4,000,000 and includes 
254.6 miles of road, divided as fol­ 
lows: 
74.9 miles of concrete paving, 
149 miles of gravel surfacing,

miles of bituminous retread and 
20 
miles of graded earth. 
A total 
of 
793 bids were received on the 78 sec­ 
tions and an average of more than 10 
bids on each project.

GROUP 
ADOPTS RULE 
ON GAS LEGISLATION 


According to Daniel C. Rogers, City 
Attorney for Fayette, Mo., the fol­ 
lowing resolution was adopted at the 
Missouri Association 
of 
Municipal 
U tilities in Convention assembled at j 
Carthage, May 19: 
“Whereas, numerous cities in Mis- j 
souri are desirous 
of 
establishing 
municipal natural gas 
distribution 
system s, and 
“Whereas, representatives of na- ! 
tural gas pipe line companies enter-; 
ing Missouri have stated it to be the 
policy of their respective companies! 
not to sell gas wholesale to cities for 
distribution 
through 
m unicipally- j 
owned systems, but only to private 
holders of franchises, and, 
“Whereas, we believe it to be an in­ 
herent right of any incorporated city 
to own and operate a natural gas sys- j 
tern, or any public utility, and to en­ 
joy without discrimination the same 
rights to purchase natural gas whole­ 
sale from pipe line companies as are 
enjoyed by private franchise owners, 
“Be it, therefore, resolved by the 
Missouri 
Association 
of 
Municipal 
U tilities in convention at Carthage, 
Mo., this 19th day of May, 1931, that, 
the Congress of the United States and 
the legislature of the State of Mis­ 
souri, speedily enact such legislation 
as will compel all pipe line companies, 
whether interstate or intrastate, 
to 
sell natural gas wholesale to incor­ 
porated municipalities which desire to 
construct and operate natural 
gas 
distributing system s, without discrim­ 
ination in favor of franchise holders”. 
A ttorney Rogers goes into more de­ 
tail with reference to the need 
for 
such legislation in *h° following par­ 
agraph quotation in a letter to The 
Standard. 
“No one officially connected with 
any of the natural gas pipe line com 
panies will submit in writing a state­ 
ment to the City of Fayette, or Ful­ 
ton, that they will not make a whole­

It will be recalled that the homi- 
icide involved in this appeal occured at 
a restaurant in Sikeston in Septem­ 
ber, 1929, resulting in the conviction 
of Malone, from which an appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court by Ma­ 
lone’s attorneys, with the result that 
the Court found the above-mentioned 
errors had been committee during his 
trial. 
The State was represented at 
the trial in the Circuit Court by M. E. 
Montgomery and R. B. Lucas of Ben­ 
ton and in the Supreme Court by M.

and

Attorney 
General’s office. 
Malone was repre­ 
sented in the Circuit Court and Su­ 
preme Court by R. E. Bailey, M. G. 
Gresham and H. C. Blanton. 
After discussing the facts as dis­ 
closed at the trial in February, 1930, 
the Court passed on the grounds for 
new trial set up in the brief of 
the 
defendant and argued before the Su­ 
preme Court on April 15th of 
this 
year. 
The first contention made by appell­ 
ant was that the trial court, 
which 
was presided over by Judge Deering 
instead of Judge Kelly, from whom a 
change of venue had been taken, erred 
in not permitting the defendant, Ma­ 
lone, to show the circumstances 
of 
the previous 
trouble 
at the 
road 
house where the trouble originated. 
The Court held that it was proper for 
Malone to show that 
the 
deceased, 
Marshall, had badly cut a man by the 
name of Bean 
shortly 
before 
the 
trouble in Sikeston, 
and 
that 
the 
court further was wrong in not per­ 
mitting appellant to show what part 
he had in that difficulty. 
The second m atter decided by

Supreme Court was that there was 
sufficient evidence of self-defense 
to

A Tennessee Editor 
Visits Charleston, Sikes- 
ton And Vicinity

A t Cairo I turned my face 
west­ 
w ard. Driving out to the Mississippi 
River I took my first ride over H ar­ 
ry Boray’s great suspension 
bridge 
which spans the Mississippi River at 
that point, a toll bridge which is so 
high that a fellow feels that he 
is 
pretty close to heaven when he’s in 
the middle span of it. 
The view of 
the mouth of the Ohio River and the 
Kentucky shore beyond is magnificent 
as viewed from this splendid struc­ 
ture, costing in the neighborhood of 
$3,600,000 to construct, and 
which 
connects the highways of Illinois with 
those of Missouri. 
This bridge, 
if 
the approaches 
to 
it 
were 
more 
highly improved, is all that a bridge 
should be. It is a magnificient monu­ 
ment to the engineer’s skill and is a, 
great asset to Cairo and Southern Ill­ 
inois and the adjacent sections 
of 
Missouri. 
Across the river somehow my mind 
drifted to the pioneer history of Mis­ 
souri when, more than a century ago, 
good old Adam Byrd crossed the riv­ 
er from Kentucky, built a home in the 
wilderness and became the first set­ 
tler of what is now Mississippi Coun­ 
ty, Missouri. 
The place 
where 
he 
made his settlement is still known in 
the annals of Mississippi County as 
Byrd’s Point. 
Today, 
however, 
if 
Adam Byrd 
could come back from that mysteri­ 
ous bourne toward which his spirit a 
long time ago took its flight he would 
not recognise the wild wilderness in­ 
to which he 
plunged. 
Mississippi 
County is now one of the finest agri­ 
cultural 
sections of the 
world. 
Its 
traditions also are beautiful. 
A de­ 
lightful mixture of the customs 
of 
the south are intermingled with those 
of the north, making that great sec­ 
tion unique and delightful. 
Nor would Adam 
Byrd 
recognise 
the land he first settled when he saw 
the huge piles of earth which govern­ 
ment engineers are causing to be 
piled down through the rich alluvial 
valley farms. 
A new levee, suggest­ 
ed by General Jadwin, chief of army 
engineers, is being built down 
thru 
the fine farms of Mississippi County 


ed with a suitable monument or tab­ 
let. 


which places many of them inside the 
levee. 
It will be recalled that this

over town for the purpose of assem­ 
bling data for stories for my column. 
But Charleston is 
a delightful old 
town, even though it is drenched with 
rain. Seated in its aluvial valley, its 
streets lined with stately old trees 
from behind which comfortable old 
homes peep out at you, its quaint old 
court house whispering of other days 
in the history of Missouri, that per­ 
son who would not like Charleston is 
simply hard 
to 
please—that’s 
all. 
Long the seat of a rare culture, Char­ 
leston’s part in the building of South­ 
east Missouri has been considerable 
and Mississippi County’s contribution 
to the wealth of that “little empire” 
has been great. 
It will be recalled that it was up­ 
on the hallowed soil of 
Mississippi 
County that General Grant met Leon­ 
idas Polk, Confederate 
leader,

He stands every chance in the world 
to be frozen out of territory develop­ 
ed by himself. Consequently he tak­

noon. 
When cut in the late after­ 
noon, delay raking until the follow­ 
ing morning. Don’t cut the hay until 
the dew has dried from the planto 
but rake it before the 
leaves 
dry 
enough to shatter much. 
If alfalfa 
hay has overcured in the swath for 
any reason, leaf shattering may be 
decreased materially by raking early 
in the morning while the hay is tough 
from the dew.

Highway 
Department 
had 411 active road projects through 
out the State on June 1, 1931.

number of men employed by contrac 
tors on these project? totalled 8821 of 
which number 4637 were designated 
as local employes. 
Since January 1, there 
has

976.4 miles of road construction com 
pleted, divided as follows: 
570 miles 
of earth grading, 282 miles of gravel 
surfacing, and 123 miles of concrete 
pavement. 
In addition to the above construe 
tion, the Highway Department 
has 
built approximately 18 miles of bitu 
minous retread pavement 
over 
old 
gravel road bases. On May 29, T. H 
Cutler, Chief Engineer, opened bids 
on 78 new sections of road located in 
33 counties. 
The estimated cost 
of 
this work is $4,000,000 and includes 
264.6 miles of road, divided as fol­ 
lows: 
74.9 miles of concrete paving,

miles of bituminous retread and

793 bids were received on the 78 sec­ 
tions and an average of more than 10 
bids on each project.

MISSOURI UTILITIES 
GROUP ADOPTS RULE 
ON GAS LEGISLATION 


According to Daniel C. Rogers, City 
Attorney for Fayette, Mo., the fol­ 
lowing resolution was adopted at the 
Missouri Association 
of 
Municipal 
Utilities in Convention assembled at 
Carthage, May 19: 
"Whereas, numerous cities in Mis­ 
souri are desirous 
of 
establishing 
municipal natural gas 
distribution 
systems, and 
"Whereas, representatives of na 
tural gas pipe line companies enter­ 
ing Missouri have stated it to be the 
policy of their respective companies 
not to sell gas wholesale to cities for 
distribution 
through 
municipally- 
owned systems, but only to private 
holders of franchises, and, 
"Whereas, we believe it to be an in­ 
herent right of any incorporated city 
to own and operate a natural gas sys­ 
tem, or any public utility, and to en­ 
joy without discrimination the same 
rights to purchase natural gas whole­ 
sale from pipe line companies as are 
enjoyed by private franchise owners, 
"Be it, therefore, resolved by the 
Missouri 
Association of 
Municipal 
Utilities in convention at Carthage, 
Mo., this 19th day of May, 1931, that 
the Congress of the United States and 
the legislature of the State of Mis­ 
souri, speedily enact such legislation 
as will compel all pipe line companies, 
whether interstate or intrastate, 
to 
•ell natural gas wholesale to incor­ 
porated municipalities which desire to 
construct and operate natural 
gas 
distributing systems, without discrim­ 
ination in favor of franchise holders". 
Attorney Rogers goes into more de­ 
tail with reference to the need 
for 
such legislation in *h» following par­ 
agraph quotation in a letter to The 
Standard. 
"No one officially connected with 
any of the natural gas pipe line com­ 
panies will submit in writing a state­ 
ment to the City of Fayette, or Ful­ 
ton, that they will not make a whole­ 
sale gas contract 
with 
us. 
Their 
representatives who are seeking fran­ 
chises put it out that the pipe lines 
will not sell us gas. 
The pipe lines 
will not say anything. 
They have 
condemned private property through 
which to run their gas in this and oth­ 
er Missouri Counties. , I am of 
the 
opinion we can go into Federal court 
and compel them to sell to us. I think 
they are letting these franchise sock­ 
ets put out the above statements 
in 
order to force franchises over 
on 
Fayette and Fulton, and possibly 
a 
few other towns, which or bolding out 
ir municipal ownership".
